London, after all, to the bewildsrment of 
Englishmen, is a cosmopolitan city, partica- 
larly in the matter of itsdrams. The American 
drama is an established institution in ‘the 
metropolis, the Gibson Gitl one of .the signs 
of the time’. ‘I'he French and German theatres 
are hardy annuals ; the Yiddish theatre, like 
the race which it seeks to please, and which 
to some extent it typifies, a restless wanderer. 

So often, however, does the Yiddish thea. 
tre find .§ temporary resting place in the 
Kast End/ that ite friends have been anxious 
to see it\settled there permanently, Yiddish- 
loving playgoera havelong cast enviods 6yés 
on New York, which has its Yiddish as well 
as its Chinese theatre opeo all’ ‘the -year 
round. A few years back, the. Yiddish theatre 
was planked down ona so-called permanent 
basis, in the Manor Hall, Hackney, but it di 
not find itself comfortable there. Moreuver> 
it was not the best centre, and the ventore 
was short-lived. Still, the ‘Ihe*pian wanderer 
found ‘a home at fairly rezalar intervale, at 
various halls and theatres in the East 
End, and was always raptarously welcoms 
ed. by tha elder sons and“daaghters of Jadea, 

Then, a year or so ago, a board went ap on 
a vacant space-in Commercisl-rcad, blez ning 
forth the fabt that here was to rive the Urivnt, 
a temple of Thespis, ‘with Eastern copolas 
above and boards for the permanent -rest ng- 
place of the wanderer beneath. Complete ‘plans 
aod illustrations of the building sppeared in 
one or two papers—and then silence. Bot in 


an English theatre new at hand the Yiddish | 


drama looks like sett'ing down. 

For the presenf, the Pavilion ‘Theatre, Mile 
End, just on thé border-line of the Whitechapel 
and Mile End Qonstituencies, is crowded at 
every performance. One night ths fare is his- 
torical or sacred dram, the next modern farce, 

for the Jewish dramatic literatare ia all-em. 
bracing and extensive. And practically every’ 
piece is half operatic. All Yiddish plays are 
musical, ‘Tio the denizans of the Ghetto music 
is one of the compensations of lifeand a Yiddish 
play without tanefal vocal numbers woald be 
like a wedding without the bridegroom. 

An amazing literatare is the ‘Yiddirh-drama. 
it embraces al] peritgs and every conceivable 
kind ‘of play, and probah'y .the most popular 
are the comedies. Some of them are farcical 
to the verge of burleeque, many are daringly 
satirical, and there are few comic songs in the 
English language that can equal the best of the 
Yiddish hamorons ditties for subtlety. Koglish 
music hall songs have gained considerably in 
point by translation. Yiddish, in a sense, is a 
polyglotlanguage. Wherever it lacks a word; 
it borrows from the language nearest at hand. 
Under the circumstances, it is amazingly 
mobile, and its elasticity, makes it a onique 
medium for the conveyance of hamorous sng- 
gestion and the portrayal of caricature. 

And just as Yiddish is the language of 
hamonr, 8o are Jewish sentiment and tradition 


- the vehioles of melody. Quaintly plaintive are 


the melodies fur the most part, breathing the 
hope, the yearning, and the deatbless spirit of 
the Jew, andno matter how the thestre has 
echoed to the shouts of aproarions laughter, a 
silence that is almost earie will fall on the 
audience at the soond of the music that finds 
a quick ‘response in ths hearts whose inner- 
most secrets it voices so well. Jewish masic ig 
6ven more distinctive than is Jewish drama, 
forit is purely native. The drama has not 
hesitated to borrow, aid there are quaint 
translations and adaptations- Shakspeare, 
Ibsen, and modern melodramatic. writers have’ 
all been honoured in this way, and Mr. Sey- 
mour Hicks could not better display the in- 
genoity which is shown by Jewish authors in 
the introdaction of songe. 

With a répertoire co vast and varied. and 
for the most part a change. of programme 
nightly, the, task of the Yiddish actor is no 
light one. Bat although the Jows have given 
of their best to‘the dramatic talent of more 
than one Continent, they still retain sufficient 


to make the histrionic. versatility ofthe]. 


Yiddish theatre its most wonderfal character- 
istic. Practically every actor and actress in 
the Yiddish theatre is a vocalist as well ‘as a 
‘mere mime, and the combination which is so 
rare elsewhere is here quite ordinary, 

Bot with the plethora of p'ays presented, 
the. sudden deviations from the programme 
and the inevitable changes in cast, the promp- 
ter is the personage of the greatest impor: 
tance in the Yiddish playhonse. At the 
Pavilion the conditions are those of an up-to.

A journey into the far interior of the African 
Continent is no longer synonymous with a 
plange into a mysterious unknown world. 
Virgin soil the traveller may no’ doabt still 
find in the interstices of the ‘network of tra- 
vellers’ routes which cover the continent, bot 
the meshes of the net are grown compsrative'y 
small and the work of aab-division is constantly 
in progress.

by the Arabs a fall thousand: years ago. These 
copies circulate principally among the ladies 
and are passed onfrom liarem to harem. The 

_ copyist is also the bookseller or librarian ; the 
author generally remains in the backgroon4, 
and often ‘his name-is not even mentioned. 
This is the reason why, with few exceptions, 
there aré no famons names in Tarkish fiction, 
no Dickens, no Thackeray.. It is also. the 
reason of the often heard. dictum of superficial 
obearvers that Turkey has no literatare. 

She has a vast-literatare, and ‘a not incon- 
siderable portion of itis of splendid quality ; 
but most of it is anonymons. . The author 

" receives his remuneration from the by ite who, 
in most. cases, simply boys thé original 
manuscript for a fixed som and makes three 
or four copies of it. There are, however, some 
few authors, men of high-class fimilies, of wide 
acqaaintanceship, and..of political and cffigial 
‘nflnence, who can afford to do without the 
middleman. They até’eitber their own scribes, 
if they are sufficiently ‘good pebmen, exactly 
as the great composer. Bach was his own 
copperplate engraver, or they employ salaried 
copyists, and then do their own distributing, 
among families and ‘households where they 
have power and eocial standing. These authors 

often sell their copies, instead of merely 
lending them. 

The second distribating mediom is the pro- 
fessional storyteller. . He is the middleman for 
the sbort story, say anything between five 
hondred and ten thousand words. From time 
immemorial the majori‘y of the professional 
regitars of Turkey have been Syrians, who can 
dedhaim at willin Turkish, in Arabic, in Syrian 

_(sic?). Only those who have héard the reciter 
in ‘his perfection in some obscure, ont-of-the- 
way café, never mentioned by oar Baedekers 
pnd od¥ Murrays, never dreamt. of by Cook’s 
couriers and Stangen’s guides, can have an 
idea of his consommate skill, ot bis power and 
passion, of the wonderfal. modalations of his 
voice, of. the poetry of his-whole being; which 
shows even in the expression on hie keen, 
forrowed, bearded face. .

me ; perpetual life on board ship makes one 
fat and aselese, but bicyeling “brings x meny 
muscles into play, and so thorough!y exercises 
the body, that travel ander sath circumstances 
is like being in a good gymnasiam. And, 
besides, one cannot get any real idea of what 
a country is like when one rashes through it id 
a train. You get to know not only a country, 
bat also ite people; its flowers, its cities, ite 
hills and valléys, its- whole characteristics, 
when you bicycle leisurely through it. In this 
way I came to know and like the people of 
Southern Enrope—everyone, that is, barring 
the T'arkish oficial, They aré very kind, and 
one is very ready to forgive people a lot who 
are qaick-witted and resoarcefal. One had not 
the ttoable in asking the way one ‘has in 
England. They were all so ‘interested, too. OF 
course, they were moatly rascals, but, then, 
if you. know that, and meet them on that 
footing, you do not-soffer.-I done think I was 
cheated oot of more’ than: a few pence the 
whola time, that is from 5 April to 13 May.” 
“Tell me about your distanced and your 
best runs,” I asked; thoroughly ‘intereated ip 
his delightfal experiences. . 
“Well, to put it briefly, my journey was as 
follows: Port Said to Beyrout by ship; Beyrout 
to T'ripoli by bicycle ; Tripoli to Smyrna and 
Constantinople by sea-; rail to Belgrade, and 
then cycled from Belgrade to Vakovar, where 
I was stopped by floods, and so on to Trieste 
by train. From Trieste I bicycled to Brescia, 
touching Venice and Verona :-and trained over 
the St. Gothard to Goschenen ; from Goschenen 
I bicycled to Worms, and then took a river 
steamer to Cologne, from whence I trained to 
Ostend, taking the boat to Dovér, whence | am 
bicycling, to Hastings, se -you see. ‘The longest 
ron was from Schlettstadt to Worma—125 
milea in one day. My most diffiealt was my 
ride -in Palestine, whore I was only able to 
ride my bicyle for tea miles out of thirty-five. 
It was hard going, that German ride, as | 
did the 125 miles inside of thirteen hours. 
Coming through the St. Gothard Tannel in 
the train a box fe'l on the back wheel of my 
bike, and buckled it ap, but by stamping and 
tightening the’ spokes jadiciously I succeeded 
in making it revolve without touching the 
fork, and'I was amazed to find it carried ma 
all the way down. the mountain pass, and 
finally. into Malhausen, the only disadvantage 
being an undne strain on the spokes. I used 
to spend about five minates at night and fifteen 
minates in ths morning oiling and. cleaning 
and going over the machine. I was delighted 
to find that none of the parts worked loose or 
required tightening, as in some machines. 
hig I attributed to carefal thought on the 
part of the mannfacturers.. I think the very 
lightness of the machine often served it, as 
there was no dead metal, so to spéak, to ‘acca- 
mulate energy in breaking itself.” : 
“JT rather.wonder you didn’t. bicycle from 
Constantinople to Belgrade,” I remarked. ‘I 
alwaya think that part of Barope is 80 interest- 
ing. ye 
“So itis,” replied my friend, “but to tell 
you*the trath-I did not care to start on a 
handred miles ran over infamous roads only to 
getinto the train to avoid the troubled ares of 
the Macedonian revolt. I: erjoy risks while the 
odds are even, but when things come to two to 
one on the brigand’ the situation becomes 
absurd. Servia is a very aninteresting country,

has lately come to ocoopy a great deal of 
attention in this coantry, and -on all sides it 
forms a constant{subject for discussion. Never 
before bas the/valae of land in and asgand 
Cairo attained euch a height as it has ay, 
and altboogh the.more cattions arg ‘shaking 
‘their beads, there are still many who refase 
to believe that-a “slamp” is possible in the 
near future, and continue to bay property at 
ar ever-incteasing rate.. Every day one hears 
of cases in which the lacky specolator has sold 
at a profit of from 50 to 100 per cent.; and 
land which was a few years ago bought at a 
pound a equare metre is constantly being sold 
for £10 and more. 

Even if the demand for houses is greater 
than the sapply, it, cannot be so great as to

warrant a sudden rise to the enormous prices |. 


now being given for building land ; so- that 
this rise in valae can only be regarded as 
parely the result of specolation. But. what 
proves this to be the case more than anything 
is the faot that the rents, thoogh ver high, 
are out of all, proportion to the ik Goa for. 
the property.. I’ illastrate what I mean I may 
méntion a case that occurred within my perso: | 


‘outside Cairo, on the edge of the desert. This 


house is only one storey high, and contains six |. 


rocme, besides offices, &c., and has a emall 
garden, perhaps an acre ia extent. He he 
jost sold this house for £5,000. Now,. when 
expenses, depreciation, &o., are. taken into 
consideration, tor this to tarn out a good 
investment a rentof at least 10 per cent. 
should be counted on. As a: matter of fact, 
the highest rent ever paid for this house -is 
£120 a year. I quote this to. show that pro- 
perty is not being purchased’ with a view to 
detiving ‘a profitable interest from it, bat 
merely as a speculation, in the hopes of pass- 
ing it on again ata still /higher price. 

. ‘The question ‘thea in Ke long carn epecula- 
tion of this kind go on when the prices paid 
are so much-in excess of the real value of the 
property, and also wh st will cause the “slamp” 
which mast surely. come ‘sooner’ or later? 
Although the rents asked’ are not large enough 
tobring in a 10 per cent. dividend on the 
outlay, they are extremely high, avd £150 to 
£200 a -year ‘isthe _usoal reot fora flat. It 
atands to reason, thérefpre, that people of mode- 
rate means cannot livein Vairosxcept in houses 
of a very mean order, apa if this condition of 
affairs is likely to continue, they will be forced 
more and more to live outin the country, 
where they can get hoases at a reasonable rate. 
And in these days of fast électric trams and 
light railways eight, or ten’ miles is no great 
inconvenience to the basiness. man. A step in 
this direction has avtaally taken by one 
company, which has- a large of land in 
the desert to the north-east cf the town, where 
there is an excellent water supply, where the 
air is exceptionally diy and fine, and the 
situation. is far removed from the anhealthy 
neighbourhood: of the ANile. It .is now mo 
than likely that this-¢xample will be folloy 

by others, and subarbs may spring up aver 
similar conditions in other directions. It ‘is 
hard to say what effect sach schemes would 
have on the valoe of property. in Cairo, bat. it 
seems probable that specalators would deem it 
wise to get rid of land for which they had paid 
excessive prices while-they could still get 
a profit on their outlay ; and once this happens 
a “slamp" is bound to set in. It is 
impossible always to foretell the reason for a 
“slamp,” and the crash may come at any time,, 
while on the other hand ;the “boom” may 
continae for’a considerable period ; but things 
have certainly reached ‘such # pass that, in 
spite of the opinion of some men of long 
experience to.the contrary, it is difficalt to 
believa in the permanency of these good times. .
